A beautiful woman who was known as Pepita and of 
whom it is said that she was the crvellest woman in 
the world is dead, and consequently the story of her 
life has come to light. 

In Paria she is remembered with pride and terror as 
one of the soulless idols which the capital fashions, 
fears, adores and finally forgeta. 

In Mexico legends are still afloat of the she<devil in 
scariet bolero and yellow silken breeches who killed 
strong bulls as pluckily and deftly as the most famous 
knights of the arena, who made love to bandits, and 
who once stabbed a woman in public, finally escaping 
from jall by the simple power of her smile. 

Likewise in Spain, where she was born and remained 
longest, the mountaineers still tell the chance traveler 
of the girl. She disappeared from their horizon some 
years ago, but her career still lives vividly in those 
romantic, uncultivated minds. 

What they do not know, however, is that one of the 
fierce men with whom she loved to associate knocked 
her down and then kicked her in the breast; thata 
cancer resulted, which killed her after an agony of 
two years. 

The doctor of the hospital in which she died tried to 
explain her hfe by saying: ‘‘She was not a criminal be- 
cause she was irresponsible and unconscious. The 
tiger appetites of the men and women of the caverns 
are found lurking in most of us, but alloyed with and 
generally dominated by the sentimentalism which cen- 
turies have slowly developed in our race. The interest 
of Pepita’s case lies in the fact that in her you could 
observe the violence and ferocity of our distant ances- 
tors, suddenly cropping out after many generations to 
the absolute exclusion of all the temperate instincts of 
later humanity."’ 

Asan example of Pepita's instincts the old physician 
cited what had taken place a few weeks before. The 
patient lying next to her was agirl of 16, also doomed 
to death. The girl had left at home a canary bird for 
which she begged so constantly that her sister was 
finally authorized to bring it to the hospital. 

The cage was hung at the window between her bed 
and Pepita’s, and the dying girl spent all her waking 
hours in watching her bright little pet as it skipped 
from perch to perch and sang pretty songs. 

One afternoon when the owner of the canary had 
falien asleep, Pepita got up 
stealthily, slipped ber hand in 
the cage and seized the bird, 
returning to bed unobserved, 
except by one or two patients 
at the other end of the hall. 

Then with a long hatpin 
which served to spread her 
ointment and was always left 
on the table, the Spanish girl 
speared the canary from back 
to breast and pinned it te her 
pillow. 

When the nurses came, 
Pepita’s head was resting 
quietly within a foot of her 
victim. She watched the wild 
flutterings, listened to the cries 
growing weaker, and the en- 
joyment of that lingering 
death of the bird flushed her 
cheeks and made her eyes 
sparkle. 

She was born from wealthy 
parents on an estate of the 
sunbarnt Sierra Morena. As 
a child she could never be 
prevented from romping with 
the ragged, bare-footed boys of 
those wild mountains. Some- 
times she would remain away 
from home for days. 

At 12 she was sent to a@ con- 
ventin the hope that discipline 
might effect reform. Instead 
she disrupted the harmony of 
that peaceful establishment, 
fought children who were ber 
com panions, fought the nuns— 
biting, kicking and scratching 
like a wildcat. She ran away 
twice, but her mother offered 
triple fees and once more 
Pepita was accepted back. 

One day she cut the throat 
of a little white dog, the meek 
pet of the place, on whom the 
nuns lavished all the affection of their hearts. 
this exhibition of brutal viciousness she was shut up 
in her room. But she was too proud to submit to 
imprisonment. She made a rope out of the sheets of 
her bed, let herself down by the window, climbed over 
the garden wall and set out for a life of liberty. 

A roving singer found her in a ditch next day,

tion of return. This was Pepita’s first meeting with 
& man, but instinct taught her all the trickery of 
attraction. The singer was fascinated by the sulsie 
arts of the child; he fed and warmed her; she followed 
him as his singing companion. 

For six months the two wandered about the country 
together. She played the mandolin as well as he the 
guitar; he taught her his songs and they made music 
through the towns and villages. 

She had a voice that had somehow caught a rich, soft 
timbre, and the people trooped around the curious pair 
and heaped coins in Pepita'’s tambourine. There was 
something of the sorceress in this wildeyed child, 
something of the inexplicable, uncanny attraction that 
belongs to a too youthful maturity of body and 
knowledge. 

One day the musician and the girl went together to a 
bull fight. The star animal to be killed had shown ex- 
ceptional fury and the crowd was wrought up to a 
frenzy .of excitement. After many unsuccessful 
attempts and several narrow escapes the espada at last 
plunged his sword deep into the lowered neck and the 
huge beast fell in his death throes, 

The whole amphitheatre shook under the tumult of 
applause that burst forth at this sensational ending. 
Many men Jumped into the arena to congratulate the 
hero of the fight. There was one woman, Pepita, who, 
beside herself with exultation, bounded over the bar- 
rier, ran to the toreador, who stood acknowledging the 
applause, threw her arms around his neck, bugged him 
deliriously, and at last, before all the “astounded specta- 
tors, glued her warm lips to his. 

The fellow could not hold out against so fiery a mani- 
festation of impetuous love. Ile dropped sword and 
hat and clasped the unknown to his heart. That was 
the last of Pepita for the roving musician. He went 
his way; Pepita, like Carmen, followed the toreador. 

About three months afterward 20,000 people, yelling 
with one delighted voice, acclaimed the appearance of 
a young woman wearing the quadrilla costume at the 
side of the prima spada. 
firmly in her little, strong hand. 
asthe only woman toreador. That day Pepita dealt 
the death blow to a bull and the public hailed the torero 
of Spain. Pepita was then eighteen.

THROUGH NIAGARA 


IN BOUNDING BARREL 


WENT C.D. GRAHAM 


Thousands Saw a Nervy Man 
Court Death. 
IT WAS HIS FIFTH TRIP. 





Says He Will do Something Still More 
Sensational Shortly. 


—— 


Carlisle D. Graham, of Niagara Falls, made his fifth 
successful trip through the whirlpool rapids on July 14 
in « barrel in sight of thousands of spectators. Graham 
made his last previous trip through the rapids on Ang. 
19, 1886. At that time he weighed 140 pounds and was 
in fine condition physically. On his last trip he weighed 
1% pounds and was not trained. 

He made the start at 3:30 P. M. The starter was green 
and excited, and instead of leading the barre! to mid- 
Stream, where it wuld catch 
the current, he released it 
Dear shore and it was caught 
by an eddy and delayed 
fifteen minutes, a delay 
which almost proved fata! 
to Graham. 


finally jerked i out of the 
eddy into the foaming waters 
of the rapids. Pasding under 
the second bridge the barre! 
had a narrow escape from 
being dashed to pieces against 
the stone abutments of the 
bridge. The passage through 
the rapids was swift. It 
took the barrel five minutes 
to reach the eddy from the 
starting point and fifteen 
minutes to get out of it, but 
it took only three and one- 
half minutes to pass through 
the rapids and the whirlpool, 
@ distance of about a mile. 
At no time in the passage 
through the rapids was the 
barrel lost sight of. It was 
taken from the water after 
it had circled about in the 
whirtpool for a few minutes. 
Grabam was slightly bruised 
about the elbows and knees. 

Grabam, who is 51 years 
old, and who admits that he 
was not in fit condition w 
make the trip, said: 

“T had about given up hope 
of reaching the whirlpool 
alive when I realized that I 
was being beld in the eddy 
80 long that fifteen minutes 
wae like hours to me. The 
temperature in that barrel. 
which had been standing in 
the sun all day, could not 
have been below 106, and

All that is known is that the 
toreador for the love of whom Pepita bad forsaken the 
wandering troubadour was killed under her eyes, and 
that she escaped with the victor. 

She was next heard of in Mexico, where she Jed a ter- 
ribly lawless life, associated with the most dangerous 
criminals, and finally herself committed murder. In

broad daylight and in the heart of the city she stabbed | 


a@ young woman of whom she was jealous, and savagely 
disfigured her dying victim with her teeth, like a pan- 
ther crouching on its prey, till she was lifted off and 
carried to jail. 

Six days later all the keepers were her slaves. 
escaped and was not discovered until the name of 
Pepita began to be blazoned on the walls of Paris. 

In Paris she appeared at the music halls, sang, 
danced, disappeared and reappeared again. One day 
she was living in a marble palace that was her own; 
two weeks later she had given back the palace and was 

| dwelling in a rather modest artist's villa at Giverny; 
then it was learned that once more she was the owner 
of a superb town mansion, built—this one—of brick and 
brown stone. 

When a popular lieutenant, crazed by love, shot him- 
self to death in the lobby of the Grand Opera, after she

his face, public indignation was such that it looked for 
a time as though the Spanish woman woukd be lynched 
then and there. She was rescved in tatters and escaped 
by way of the stage to a carriage at the hack door.

“Iam all in to-night and can’t say just what my 
plans will be, but you can rest assured that this is mr 
last barrel trip. In afew weeks probably I will give an 
exhibition that will be more sensational than any on 
record at Niagara.” 

This is Graham's fifth trip through the rapids. Others 
who have attempted to navigate the rapids are Captain 
Matthew Webb, the famous English swimmer, who 
lost his life in the rapids in attempting to swim them on 
July 24, 1883; Robert W. Flack, of Syracuse, lost his life 
in attempting to go through the rapids in an open boat 
on July 4, 1888; Peter Nissen, better known as P. M 
Bowser, of Chicago, successfully shot the rapids in & 


a | specially constructed open boat on July 9, 1900.

IN "FRISCO DURING NOVEMBER 


Depends Upon the Amount of Money Involved and Will Sign 
Articles for a Satisfactory Purse. 


MAHER AND SHARKEY 


IN A WRESTLING MATCH. 


London Club Offers Rublin a Match With Scales---Chicago Promoters in Trouble. 
Tim Callahan’s Mistake---Timely Gossip. 


At last something definite is known about Jim 
Jeftries’ intentions regarding a fight with Gus Ruhlin 
for the championship. The presence of the Akron man 
in 'Frisco for the avowed purpose of finding out just 
what the champion wants to do doubtless accelerated 
matters and brought a statement from the latter which 
he has all along evinced a reluctance to give out. 

“Will you fight Ruhlin in San Francisco?” Jeff was 
asked. 

“Why, certainly,” replied the champion, “but I don’t 
propose to fight him for fifty cents. They must show 
me the money. You know it costs me a great deal of 
money to train for one of these big fights, and I don’t 
propose to make this outlay and enter into a hard con- 
test and get nothing for it.” 

“Have theatrical engagements anything to do with 
the making of the match ?”’ 

“Nothing whatever,” answered Jeffries. ‘‘I have no 
theatrical engagements in view at the present time and 
will not consider any if I make a match with Rubiin. 

“One thing is certain, I will not fight in San Francisco 
until the racing season opens. No fighters can draw 
any great amount of money up there except during the 
racing season. I am anxious to fight Rublin, whom I 
know I can defeat, but Iam not going to throw away 
my money and put in five hard weeks at training just 
to please some fight promoters. If it can be shown me 
that money can be made by the contest I will be only 
too ready and willing to enter into it. It is simplya 
question of dollars and cents. I have made money in 
the fighting game and am going to protect, to the best 
of my ability, what I have. I am not going the way of 
a lot of former champions, who tossed off. everything 
they ever made. I care nothing wh&tever about the 
theatrical business, and will rest easy the rest of my 
days unless I get a match where there is an opportunity 
for me to make some money.” 

It is plainly a case of Missouri,” and anybody who 
can demonstrate profitable results can probably do 
business with Jeffries. Just at present 'Frisco looks to 


be the only place where a fight between two big fellows 


for championship honors can be held without conflict- 
ing with any State or local laws. This gives additional 
security to the prospect, and so far as the money end of 
the affair is concerned there ought to be about $20,000 
for the fighters. ‘Frisco isn’t New York city, and 
the days of $60,000 gates is a thing of the past. Corbett 
and McCoy took care of that, and a disgusted element 
of pugilistic followers is the result. But in the metropo- 
lis of the Golden West, where they haven't been getting 
“those things,’’ there is a chance of a big affair, like the 
one under discussion, drawing quite up to the Western 
average, and $20,000 looks to be fair compensation, con- 
sidering how things are going. 

Butte, Mont., will doubtless have something to say 
about where the fight shall take place in the event of 
articles being signed. As an endorsement of my esti- 
mate of what the fight is worth, from a gate-money 
point of view, $20,000 is the size of the purse offered by 
the Butte promoters. The city is one of the few places 
where an affair of such magnitude can be handled 
without interference. As I said last week, Los Angeles 
is in line for the privilege, too, and a letter from one of 
my correspondents, who is well in touch with the 
sporting situation there, informs me that the business 
people of the city are disposed to take an interest in the 
affair and will make about as large a bid as anybody. 
Taking everything into consideration, the prospect of a 
big fight, with the title involved, looks extremely invit- 
ing and I sincerely hope that arrangements will be 
consummated. The country needs a little pugilistic 
excitement just about now. 


The Chicago sports thought they had things 
all ‘‘readied”’ up to go ahead with the boxing game and 
had almost got to a stage of squabbling amongst them- 
selves for pieces of the graft when Mayor Harrison put 
a “crimp” in the outlook by asserting that there would 
be no fighting in “Chi,” notwithstanding the law re- 
cently passed by the City Council. 

Carter Harrison is a sonof his father, and anybody 
who ever had dealings with the latter knows what that 
means. 


Itisa compliment to the intelligence of the 
sporting people of Philadelphia to say that at a con- 
servative estimate less than a thousand of them could 
be “strung’”’ into looking at Peter Maher and Tom 
Sharkey decide the “wrestling championship 
of Ireland.”” To those who were present it was ap- 
parent that they were trying to do something which 
neither had the slightest knowledge of or ability to per- 
form. Wrestling isascience which it takes years of 
study and application to become proficient in, and that 
it was impossible for two fighters to become good 
wrestlers in a few days or weeks was clearly shown 
after these two ‘‘stiffs’’ were on the matafew minutes. 
These men have been stopped from boxing in nearly 
every city, and they and their backers probably thought 
that they could draw good gate money by attempting to 
compete at wrestling. If they could wrestle a little bit 
there might be curiosity enough among the sporting 
public to pay to see them, but one such exhibition like 
the one referred to will be likely to satisfy those who 
imagined that the average boxer could make good 
as a wrestler. 

The flagrant cutand dried character of the alleged 








contest was apparent in the easy manner in which each 
gained a fall, by comparison with their antics in the 
final engagement when they tugged at each other for 
twenty minutes (the prescibed limit) and shook hands 
with honors even. 

What a painful way to get the “coin.”

A proposition of 
this kind ought to be welcomed with glad smiles and 
joyful acclaim inthe Akron man’scamp. A big juicy 
peachon a gold plate couldn’t look more inviting. 
Just by way of atry out before fighting ‘Philadelphia 
Jack” O’Brien, Harry Newmier tackled Scales and the 
things he did to him might, if described in print, war- 
rant an investigation by the society for the prevention 
of something or other. At any rate the Englishmen 
are offering Ruhlin the best they have, and the best is 
pretty bad. Crisp, since he was “trimmed” so neatly 
by O’Brien, has wisely decided that nature never in- 
tended him for the ring and is wavering between a 
chance to go to the front and tackle the Boers or 
donning his overalls and going back to the mines. 

Of course, if Ruhlin should succeed in getting into the 
ring with Jeffries and be fortunate enough to beat him, 
he will have Fitzsimmons trailing at his heels in an 
effort to get back the title which he parted from so 
reluctantly at Coney Island, but if Jeff gives him the 
frosty stare and says nothing doing, then the offer 
from London can be regarded by Rublin as a Heaven- 
bidden gift. Outside of Jeffries there isn’t anybody 
over here for him to fight.

is not hostile to boxing, providing it is carried on under 
police regulations.

“Iam not opposed to boxing nor sparring matches 
when they are carried on under proper police super- 
vision. Some of the most reputable citizens of the city 
have requested me to permit the resumption of boxing 
bere,and I have consented. I am satisfied that the 
privilege will not be abused. It is the abuse of the 
privilege that has given the sport a black eye in the 
past.” 

Right you are, Mr. Mayor' Wein New York can 
point with regret to the existing condition of things 
here and fix the responsibility upon a greedy, grasping, 
hungry horde of hangers-on, who were not above doing 
the most despicable things to knock the game. If the 
promoters will only realize the necessity of acting in 
conjunction with the mayor 4nd the suthorities in 
their efforts to protect sport-loving patrons from being 
buncoed and skinned by a lot of faking, unprincipled 
scoundrels masquerading as prizefighters, the game in 
Connecticut, where there is now a most liberal boxing 
law, ought to be a gratifying success to all concerned 
in every way.

Friends of Oscar Gardner, the ‘‘Omaha Kid,-’ 
and their name is legion, will be glad to learn that the 
indomitable little fighter has decided to give up the 
boxing game. Of late he has been rather a mark for 
every cross-roader who thought he could fight, and it 
got to be that rarely a week went by without the most 
industrious of all fighters being walloped good and 
plenty by some guy who wouldn’t have had a one, 
two, thirty chance with him in the halcyon days when 
Gardner could and did make good on any and every 
occasion, no matter how big they came.

INDULGE IN A TAME 


WRESTLING BOUT 


Rach Won a Fall and Match 
Declared a Draw. 


NEITHER KNEW GAME. 


Thousand Disgusted Spectators Ridicule 
the Fighters’ Efforts. 





Philadelphia got a dose of the pugilistic wrestling 
game last Saturday and a thousand people went out to 
the ball park to see Peter Maher and Tom Sharkey in 
@ mixed catch-as<catch-can, collarand-elbow and 
Greco-Roman match. After a long wait they made 
their appearance. Sharkey was attired in blue tights, 
with black trunks, while Maher was dressed in green 
tights, with black trunks. Both were stripped above 
the waist. They were introduced by Referee Herman 
Wolf, who announced that they would wrestle best two 
out of three falls—first, catch-ags-catch-can, for half an 
hour in case there should be no fall, pin falls only to 
count; second fall to be collar-and-elbow, and the third, 
if necessary, to be Greco-Roman. 

The men wrestled on a small mat, which looked to be 
about sjxteen feet square. It was thrown on the 
ground near where the home plate is located on the 
baseball diamond. They shook hands and started to 
epar fora hold. Sharkey looked to be in almost per- 
fect condition. His great muscles stood out in bunches 
and his back and arms were much sunburned. Maher 
looked soft and fat, and his muscles were flabby. After 
about half a minute's work Sharkey dropped to the 
mat and Maher essayed to throw him with a haif-Nel- 
son hold. Sharkey showed his great strength by mak- 
ing a bridge with his powerful neck and shoulders, 
which Maher could not force down, and Tom wriggled 
away. Peter then tried a body hold, which Sharkey 
broke, and Maher then attempted tothrow Tom with 
® leg hold, but Sharkey did a head spin and got away. 
Maher was perspiring very freely and looked tired. 
Then Sharkey changed his tactics and started to doa 
little aggressive work. He soon had Maher in a tight 
place, and with a forearm half-Nelson laid Peter on his 
back and pinned him tothe mat. Time, 7 minutes, 10 
seconds. It was s very tame bout, and proved that the 
men did not know even the A, B, C of wrestling. 

After a rest of ten minutes the men appeared again. 
This time they both wore jackets. They were an- 
nounced to wrestle collar-and-elbow style. This is the 
style of wrestling for which Irishmen have been 
famous for centuries. It requires quickness of eye and 
strength of hand and foot, and a bout between skilled 
collar-and-elbow wrestlers is cne of the prettiest contests 
known to athletics. Neither of the men knew how to 
take hold of each other, and Referee Wolf had to place 
them in position before they could begin. One of the 
principal rules in this style of wrestling is that the 
man breaking his hold loses the fall. The men had 
agreed to do away with this rule. They were to throw 
each other so that two shoulders and one hip or two 
hips and one shoulder should touch the mat, Maher 
appeared to have but one idea of this style of wrestling 

—that was the outside trip or lock, while Sharkey did 
not even know how to stand up, and he had a bad case 
of ‘“‘Gallagher’”’ feet. 

In a few seconds Maher had thrown Sharkey to the 
mat, but the referee decided it no fall. Shortly after- 
ward Peter had Tom down again, but again it was no 
fall. Then Maher twisted Sharkey over again, and 
this time the referee let it goasafall. It was so tame 
that the spectators felt inclined to laugh with Sharkey, 
who seemed to take it as a good joke. Time, 2 minutes 
and 25 seconds. 

Another rest and the men came out for the third fall, 
Greeco-Roman. Here brutc strength counts for a great 
deal, and it was thought that Sharkey would have the 
advantage, but he did not seem to try very hard. He 
acted on the defensive all the way through, and let 
Maher do allthe work. Peter threw Sharkey several 
times, and from the grand stand it looked as if Tom 
was down, but the referee did not allowafall. After 
the men had been rolling around the mat for sixteen 
minutes Referee Wolf stated that he had forgotten to 
announce that the men had decided to wrestle twenty 
minutes for the last fall. “The spectators began to leave 
the grounds, and after four minutes’ more tussling time 
was called and the men shook hands.

The effort to bring Sullivan and Charlie Mitchell to- 
gether in a four-round exhibition will probably have to 
be dropped owing to the refusal of Police Superintend- 
ent Bull to permit it. Bull says it is a technical viola- 
tion of the law, which it probably is, but he winks at 
more open breaks than this one every day in the year. 
This spasm of virtue strikes police headquarters oc- 
casionally. 

Thatan exhibition between John L.and Mitchell 
would be a highly interesting and instructive one is 
not doubted, but the police feared the big fellow would 
hand out one of his old-timers.
